1 . Claims 45-55 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/18/05. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 41 and 62 recites the limitation "said top member" in 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claims 35-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Diamond in view of Hurtado and Adams. Diamond discloses all of the 
limitations of the claimed invention in claims 35-44 except for providing feedback, 
rotatabie handgrips and padded rollers on the lower member Thus, Hurtado 
teaches providing feedback 120 to a user while exercising and Adams teaches 
rotatabie handgrips and padded rollers on a member. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify Diamond in view of the teachings of Hurtado and Adams such that 
providing feedback facilitates an expeditious workout regime, rotatabie handgrips 
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increase resistance and flexibility to the user and padded rollers provide 
additional comfort. 

b. Claims 56-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Diamond in view of Adams. . Diamond discloses all of the limitations of the 
claimed invention in claims 35-44 except for providing feedback, rotatable 
handgrips and padded rollers on the lower member. Adams teaches rotatable 
handgrips and padded rollers on a member. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
Diamond in view of the teaching of Adams such that rotatable handgrips increase 
resistance and flexibility to the user and padded rollers provide additional 
comfort.
